New Rules Laid Down by Federal 


Reserve Board for Benefit of 


National Banks, Re-develop- 
ment of U. 8. Finance. 


Another step in the development 
of American fimance designed to 
bring it more im accord with that of 
other nations, was taken by the fed- 

eral reserve board at Washington te- 

day, when it issued regulations gov-~ 
erning the discount or purchase of 
bankers’ accefiances. 

The federal reserve act authorize 
national banks to purchase accept-~ 
ances based on the importation or 
exportation of goods and the board's 
regulations indicate how banks may 
avail themselves of the aid of the 
federal reserve banks im securing the 
rediscount of such paper, and lay 
down the lines ty which the reserve 
banks themselves will be guided im 
purchases. of acceptance in the open 
market. Before the federal reserve 
act wab passed, domestic dealings im 
acceptances were confined to state 
banks, trust companies and private:
